WAR TAXES AND TARIFF 


Although Demoeratie in tendency, we do not 
believe that all Republicans are horse thieves 


and porch-climbers. In fact we have met some 


very mice gentiemen off and on who were Re- 


publicans. Of course, they were mistaken, mis- 
informed and misguided, but they had some fine 
qualities, for all that.- In other words, while 
Democratic, we are not hidebound about it, and 
‘have been known to write editorials that have 
shoeked our Democratic friends and associates 
beyond measure. In doing that vou may judge 
that we said something, for a Democrat is not 
easily shocked. \ 

Now, we aré going to hold just now that the 
present Democratic tariff. law needs another re- 
vision, and this time a revision upward. Probably 
the average reader will say that that is not 
Democratic at all, but on the contrary, most de- 
cidedly Republican. All right. Let it go at 
that. We don*t care what it is, just so it is 
right. We want people to be reght first and 
Democratic next, and want to be that way our- 
self. Also, you may think that little talks like 
this do not do any good, or harm, as the case 


may be, but that also is a mistake.  JLittle 
talks like this sometimes set local people to 
thinking and talking among themselves, and 


first thing you know some outsider gets hold of it 
through them, and he in turn passes the idea 
along, until finally, maybe, it starts something 
real big. ‘‘Great oaks from little acorns grow,” 
which ain't admitting, however, that we are a 
little acorn, even if it is so, 

What we are driving at is the fact that the 
great Democratic party in national convention 
assembled at the city of Baltimore wrote a great 
big fine platform, and it ought vo stand on that 
platform and by that platform, sink or swim, 
for that platform contained its pledged word 
and its promises to the people of the United 
States of And chiefest of all the 
pledges and promises of that platform was that 
the party would bring about a 
tariff for revenue only, All right. That certain- 
ly implies that a tariff for revenue shall bring 
in the revenne. In other words, there shall be 
sufficient of a tariff tax upon importations to 
Mield enough revenue to defray the expenses of 
government. That is) just exactly what it 
means, if it means anything, and we are now 
simply taking the stand that that is just exaet)v 
what it should be made to do. 

It ain’t doing it. The tariff is on too low a 
general schedule to bring in enough revenue to 
run the government, even under normal eondi- 
tions, which was proven by the fact that it had 
to be supplimented by an income tax upon those 
who had incomes, sufficient to yield an addition- 
al $100,000,000 revenue. 

We are in favor of the income tax, as far as 
that is concerned, because we believe it is a good

favored and 


scheme to make those who can best afford it 
bear the biggest end of the tax burden, but 


just the same the tariff for revenue only should 
live up to its name or be revised upward until it 
does, and it can’t and won’t live up to its name 
unles sit brings in enough revenue to meet the 
expenses of government. Now, if that is treason 


to Democracy, make the most. of it, as Patrick 


Henry or 
something.

So distin- 
guished a record has the Judge gade for him- 
self in this latter position that his associates are 
all earnestly and devotedly co-operating for his 
election, Of course, if suecessful, the way will 
be uninterrupted in years to come unless some 


other Governor recognizes his claims. to. still 
further advancement.

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THE CHURCH AS A 


SUGIAL CENTER, 


A Broader Sphere for Religion—New 
.Field for the Rural Church. 


By Peter Radford. 


Lecturer National Farmers’ Union. 


The social duty of the rural church 
fs as much a part of its obligations 
as its spiritual side. 
social interest, the modern rural 
church does not hesitate to claim that 
it is expressing a true religious in- 
atinct and the old-time idea that the 
social instincts should be starved 
while the spiritual nature was over- 
fed with solid theological food, is fast 
giving way to a broader interpreta- 
tion of the functions of true religion. 
We take our place in the succession 
of those who have sought to make the 
world a fit habitation for the children 
of man when we seek to study and 
understand the social duty of the 
rural church. The true Christian re- 
ligion is essentially social—its tenets 
of faith being love and brotherhood 
and fellowship. While following after 
righteousness, the church must chal- 
lenge and seek to reform that social 


order in which moral life is ex- 
pressed. While cherishing ideals of 
service, the rural church which at- 


tains the fullest measure of success 
is that which enriches as many lives 
as it can touch, and in no way can 
the church come in close contact with 
its members as through the avenue 
of social functions. 


The country town and the rural | 


community need a social center. The 
church need offer no apology for its ! 
ambition to fill this need in the com- 
munity, if an understanding of its 
mission brings this purpose into clear 
consciousness. The structure of a 
rural community is exceedingly com- 
plex; it contains many social groups, 
each of which has its own center, but 
there are many localities which have 
but one church and although such a 
church cannot command the interest 
of all the people, it is relieved from 
the embarrassment of religiously di- 
vided communities. 


Social Needs. imperative. 


The average country boy. and girl 
have very little opportunity for reai 
enjoyment, and have, as a rule, a 
vague conception of the meaning of 
pleasure dnd recreation, It is to fill 
this void iathe lives of country youth 
that the rural church has risen to 
the necessity of providing entertain- 
‘ment as well as instruction to ite 
membership among the young. The 


children and young people of the! 
church should meet when religion is 


not even mentioned. It has been 
found safest for them to meet fre- 


quently under the direction and care ; 


of the church. To send them into the 
world with no social training exposes 
them to grave perils and to try to 
keep them out of the world with no 
social privileges is sheer folly. There 
ie a social nature to both old and 
young, but the social requirements of 


the young are imperative. The church | 


must provide directly or indirectly 
some modern equivalent for the husk- 
ing bee, the quilting bee and the sing- 
ing schools of the old days. In one 
way or another the social instincts 
of our young people must have oppor- 
tunity for expression, which may 
take the form of clubs, parties, pic- 
nics or other forms of amusement. 
One thing is certain, and that is that 
the church cannot 
dance, the card party and the theater 


unless it can offer in its place a sat-: 


isfying substitute in the form of more 
pleasing recreation. 


Universal Instinct for Play. 


In providing for enjoyment the 
church uses one of the greatest meth- 
ods by which human society has de- 
veloped. Association is never secure 
until it is pleasurable; in play the in- 


stinctive. aversion of one person for | 


another is overcome and the social 
mood is fostered. Play is the chief 
educational agency in rural commun- 
ities and in the play-day of human 
childhood secial sympathy and social 
habits are evolved. As _ individuals 
come together in social gatherings, 
their viewpoint is broadened, their 
ideals are lifted and finally they con- 
stitute a cultured and refined society. 


It is plain, therefore, that the 
church which aims at a perfect so 
ciety must use in a refined and ex- 
alted way the essential factors in 
social evolution and must avail itself 
ef the universal instinct for play. 
If the church surrounds itself with 
socia!) functions which appeal to the 
young among its membership, it will 
fill a large part of the lamentable 
gap in rural pleasures and will reap 
the richest reward by promoting a 
higher and better type of manhood 
and womanhood.
